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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-7, 10-18 and 21-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Meulink (6,330,845). 

Meulink discloses an assembly tool comprising a first member 27 operably 
associated with a first implant component 4 and a second member 42 operably 
associated with a second implant component 8. (See Figures 1-7 and column 2, line 34 
- column 4, line 39). The second member provides relative motion with respect to the 
first member to urge the components together. The device comprises a first relative 
motion feature, e.g., 32, and a second relative motion feature 14 including threads. The 
members include handles 22, 46. The first member comprises a body and cylindrical 
opening 40 for the second member. The device includes a third member 12. The first 
component includes an internal taper. The second component includes an external 
taper 6 and an external thread extending therefrom. The second member defines an 
internal thread. The device includes a force measuring device (see Fig. 8). It is also 
noted that the position of the handle can be considered a displacement measuring 
device since rotation is directly related to axial displacement according to the pitch of 
the threads. The method of using the device comprises assembling the device and 
rotating the first member with respect to the second member to secure the components 
together. 
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Double Patenting 

Applicant is requested under 37 CFR 1.105 to submit a concise listing of all 
related applications and patents and indicate by claim the common subject matter 
therein to facilitate a thorough and accurate examination with respect to any potential 
double patenting issues. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8, 9, 19 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. 

It is noted that Jones et al. discloses a spiral feature as set forth in claims 8, 9, 19 
and 20; however, it is not deemed to be combinable with the present invention and does 
not anticipate the claims on its own.
